Amateur radio is many things to many 
different people - it is often remarked 
how almost everyone can find some phase 
that particularly "turns them on." 


While I've certainly not tried every 
angle of ham radio, I doubt that anything 


could be as satisfying as turning out 
with fellow hams for a "public service" 
event, whatever that might be: a mara~ 


thon, a bike or auto race, or SKYWARN. 


I can see how some like DX'ing, 
others contesting, and so forth. 

Nothing, however, for me can equal 
getting together with other hams and 
having some definite responsibility to 
perform a service with our rigs through 
an ability to communicate. An opportuni- 
ty to show others, whether it be police, 


politicians or just "John Doe", what a 
worthwhile service amateur radio opera— 
tors can do to help others is an oppor- 


tunity to put something back into amateur 
radio to foster and preserve the 
privileges we have in using the spectrum. 


Except for handling message traffic 
for our armed services, what other phase 
of amateur radio so exposes the value of 
preserving and encouraging this hobby (or 
service) to so many people?

But when the chips 
are down and a "command post" NCS opera~ 
tion comes into play, officials of police 
or fire or hospital or military agencies 
rely upon formal written messages more 
often than not ~ there simply has to be a 
written record of what is needed, etc. 


Perhaps this is where packet radio 
in the future will take its place with 
SKYWARN and similar public service pro- 
grams of amateur radio. But until that 
type of network is in place, there is no 
substitute for formal written messages in 
some circumstances. 


SO: get a pad of ARRL "RADIOGRAM" 
message forms and keep them handy. Become 
familiar in how they are used, Listen in 
on a formal net and practice copying to 
fill in message blanks. Be Prepared.

More Radials or the Power of Positive 
Thinking

Everyone knows that when it comes to 
vertical antennas that the more radials, 
the better they work 


Several years ago, I put up a home brew 
ground mounted vertical. The plan called 
for 24 thirty-three foot radials. After 
much sweat and several blisters, the plan 
was changed to six radials. The antenna 
was used for several days and pertomed 
well, but I felt it would do even better 
with the additional 18 radials. To 
prevent more blisters, the aid of two 
young neighbor boys was sought. I showed 
them what to do and promised each a 
cople of dollars for their efforts, 
About an hour later the boys said they 
had finished and collected their pay. 
The improvement was astounding. I was 
hearing more stations, making more 
contacts,and the SWR wes'very low, It 
definitely convinced me of the importance 
of a good ground and radial system, 


The following summer I dismantled the 
antenna in preparation for a move. What 
a surprise when I tugged on the radials. 
Those little rascals had rolled most of 
them into little balls and planted them 
at the base of the antenna. At first I 
was fuming mad, but the more I thought 
about it the more hilariaous it seemed. 
Just goes to show you what the power of 
positive thinking will do to improve your 
antenna system. Give it a try! You 
might be surprised.

LoG — PERIODICcCS 
by Chris Smith WBODHU 


The LPQA Antenna Commercial antenna 
anufacturers have produced "log-periadic" 
antennas in a big way for at least 20 
years, Hams, on the other hand, are 
relatively unfamiliar with them. Becaus 
of the harmonic relationship of the 
traditional ham bands (80-40-20-15-10), 
resonant antennas can be effective aulti- 
band antenn, With the new bands opening 
up at 10MHz, 16MHz and 24MHz, I believe 
that hams are going to find log-periadic 
antennas more attractive. The long- 
favored trap-dipole yagi for 20, 15 and 10 
may give way to log-periadic antennas that 
cover all the han bands from 10 MHZ to 30 
MHZ and everything in between. 

Most commercial log-periodic antenna 
are "LPDA" types. That stands for lag- 
periodic dipole array, and gets the name 
from the fact that the repeated element is 
a dipole. However, other types of 
radiators also can be scaled in a log- 
periodic fashion, The antenna reterred to 
in the title is one such, the log-periodic 
quad array. Mike Baron, KDXW, and I have 
been experimenting with this antenna for 
several years. To date, the work has been 
done only with a computer. Canputer 
analysis codes, such as NEC of Lawrence 
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Walther Electronics Int

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Livermore National Laboratory, analyze 
mathmatical models of the antenna and 
predict their performance, The use of 
computers development of optimal 
designs a much more economic process than 
“cut and try." 1 do hope to try out a two- 
meter “proof of concept" model in the next 
few months, though. The model should 
cover 140 MHZ through 280 MHZ, though I am 
not set up for 220, To date, the best 
designs work (on the computer) over a 3 to 
bandwidth. That is, the upper frequency 
is at most three times the lower 
frequency, This limitation seems to be a 
result of the high frequency elements 
shorting out the feed line at the lower 
frequencies. 

There are sone possible solutions 
involving transmission lini and/or 
different ways of achieving the necessary 
transpositions between the quad elenents. 
We hope to continue investigations into 
these, as well as encourage further 
experimentation in the ham community. 
This brief article is not intended to be a 
tutorial in the design and construction of 
LPOAs. I would be glad to discuss thee 
with anyone who is interested. If the 
test models work out and interest 
warrants, future articles may give design 
information, Chris Smith - WBODHU. 


A SIMPLE MOBILE AUDIO AMPLIFIER

Many HTs de not have adequate audic 
cutput for mebile use; especially in 
todays small imports, where the noise 
level is relatively high. This article 
describes a simple audic power amplifier 
which may be built inside a mobile 
speaker enclosure, The amplifier design 
is based upon a hybrid ic commonly used 
in many auto stereo tape players. There 
are two possible choices of ic. Both are 
nearly identical electrically and both 
are available from Radic Shack for about 
three dollars each. The total parts cost 
including the mobile speaker will run 
around 25 dollars. 


The first choice (requiring the fewest 
components) is the LM383 (TDAZ002), RS 
part number 276-703. See Figure 1 for 
the schematic diagram. This device is 
designed to drive 4 chm speakers. You 
may use standard 8 chm speakers, but. the 
maximum power output will be only 2.5 
watts, The gain of this device is 40 4B, 
thus you will need very little power 
input in order to drive this amplifier. 
Since most HTs are capable of producing 
200 to 300 mi, you will need a resistive 
attenuator at the amplifier input. The 
easiest thing te use would be a low-value 
potentiometer (10 to 500 chms), I used a 
small 15 chm unit, but just use anything 
you happen to have handy. Alternatively, 
you may use two fixed 1/2 watt resistors 
ence you have determined the proper 
divider ratio. 


The second choice of amplifier is the 
TA7205AP, RS part number 276-705. See 
Figure 2 for the schematic. This device 
requires a few more capacitors, but works 
just as well as the LM383. It is 
designed te drive 8 chm speakers and is 
good for 4.8 watts of output. A similar 
resistive attenuator should be used on 
tne input. 


I ouilt the circuitry inside the speaker 
enclesure as there is ample room inside. 
Mount the volume level contrel at the 
bettom or the back of the enclosure. 
Den't forget to belt a small heat sink 


(2" x 3" aluminum sheet, or bigger) te 
the mounting tab of the ic. Drill a hole 
in the bottom cf the speaker for the 
input jack or use a hard-wired cable of 
the cerrect length to reach your HT. 


Once construction is complete, bench test 
the amplifier. Connect a 12 volt source 
te the amplifier. Turn the amplifier 
level ccntrol down all the way. Turn the 
HT cn, unsquelch the audic, and adjust 
the volume to your normal listening 
level. Leave it there. Connect a patch 
cord from the earphone jack to the 
amplifier input and apply 12 velts to the 
amplifier. Slowly turn up the amplifier 
level contrel until the speaker volume is 
high enough. Squelch the HT and tune it. 
te arepeater station. Make any volume 
adjustments necessary with the level 
control, You should obtain ear-piercing 
volume with the control up all the way. 


Mount the amplifier under the dash of 
your vehicle and run a power cable from 
switched 12 velts at the fuse box. A 
goed tap point is usually the cigarette 
lighter fuse. You should now have more 
than enough audio for these noisy mobile 
trips!
